REMARKS 

Claims 1 through 4, 6 through 49 and 42 through 94 are pending in the present 
application. In the pending Office Action, the Examiner has taken the position that the claims 
are drawn to three distinct inventions. Specifically, the Examiner has grouped the claims as 
follows: 

' Group I: Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 30, 37 - 40, 42 - 63 and 69 - 81. 

Group II: Claims 3 1 - 36 and 64 - 67. 

Group III: Claims 82 - 94. 
Applicants elect without traverse the claims of group I (claims 1 - 4, 6 - 30, 37 - 40, 42 - 63 and 
69 - 8 1). Claims 3 1 - 36, 64 - 67 and 82 - 94 are hereby withdrawn and Applicants reserve the 
right to pursue these claims and others in one or more continuation/divisional applications.
